SIR .RICHARD MUIR. 
CAREER OF A- FAMOUS” 
| CROWN-COUNSEL,  * 


. Sir Richard Muir, whose, death 
after a very brief illness is an-- 
nounced, was born in Greenock 67° 
years ago, Before and for some 
time after he was called to the 
Bar he worked as a journalist. & 

He wag called to ‘the Bar in 
1884, For some years he’ made 
comparatively little progress in 
his profession, but at last his un- 
remitting industry won its re- 
ward; and ‘he was made counsel 
for the-Trersury—at—the—North, 
London Sessions. A little later 
he was appointed counsel for the 
Treasury at the Old Bailey and 
senior counsel in 1901, By virtue 
of that position ‘he took a leading 
part in most of the great criminal 
trials of the past 16 years. 

It was the trial of Dr. Crippen, 
who was condemned to.deqth and 
executed in 1910 for poisoning his 
wife, that first made Mr. Muir— 
he waa not knighted until 1918— 
a notable public figure. His mar- 
shalling of the evidence in that 
ease.and his cross-examination of 
Crippen—deadly in accuracy— 
established his.fame. oS 

Scrupulous_ Fairness. 

He prosecuted Stinie Morrison, 
who-was convicted of the murder 
of Leon Beron on Clapham Com- 
mon; he prosecuted Seddon, who 
poisorfed his lodger, Miss Barrow, | 
.with arsenic extracted from fly- 
papers. As recently as last year 
he prosecuted Mason, who was 
found guilty of the murder of 
Dickey, the tixicab driver, ‘at 
Brixton, “He appeared in the case’ 
when ‘Lord Alfred Douglas was 
sent to prison for :libelling Mr. 
Winston Churchill. | 

It cannot be said pf Sir Richard 
that he fought for convictions. 
He was always scrupulously fair. 
Long years as a Crown prosecutor 


‘thad perhaps given him a_ cold, 


ndlscling manner, and he cer- 
tainly had on occasions a sceptical 
and penetrating glance; but he 
was a man-who concealed berieath 
the surface much sensibility and 
kindness, In his work he never 
forgot that the prosecuting coun-

packs of wool from Kent and 
Sussex; and the Romney Marsh 
men not only sold their own ‘woo! 
In their illicit manner, but bought 
other from up country; ten or 
‘twenty milesinland,and impudent- 
ly shipped it off. 

When the foreign demand for 
our wool fell off the smugglers 
turned their attention to imports. 

At about this time it was estimat- 
ad by reliable authorities ‘that 
.7,900,000Ib. of tea were smuggled 
into the. country annually; while 
the actual sales of the East India 
Company, which enjoyed a mono 
poly, amounted to under 
6,000,coa0lb, 

PRISON BROKEN OPEN. 

The" smugglers’ of Kent and 
Sussex were “by ‘far’ the most 
formidable of all the ‘free traders’ 
in England, and were not easily 
to he suppressed.” 

There was to end to the daring. 
of the “ free traders, . 

On, October 7,.1747, 60 armed 
smupelers broke open the Custom 
House at Poole and carried away 
' ypwards of 4,000!b, weight of tea, 
ately seized , by the 
privateer. . 

Later: in, the year the gaol Jat 
Matdstone was broken open in the 
evening by “twelve ‘persons 
armed and disguised,” who wound- 
ed the goalers and rescued four 
- notorious smugglers, - 

-Ag-late as 1828 a “ determined 
and blood-stained struggia” took 
place at Bo-Peep, between Hast- 
hres and Bexhill. 

’ “The smugglers’ drew up in 
regular lire formation, and a dese 
perate fight resulted. The 
smugglers fought with such 
determination and courage that 
the Blockade men. were repulsed 
and ote, ‘Quartermaster Collins, 
was killed. ‘In ‘the first volley 
fired-by the blockade an old 
‘emuggler named Smithurst was 
killed: his hody was found next 
moming with his “bat” still 

grasped in his hand, the stout staff 
Eimost hacked to pieces by, the 
cutlasses' and bayonets of ‘the 
“Blockade men. 

The “bat” was the stout ‘dak 
staff, about 6ft. Jong, . which. the, 
smugglers carried. 

UNPOPULAR COASTGUARDS, 

The strongest ally the smugglers’ 
had was the sympathy or, fn some 
cases, the fear of the’ country 
:peonle, 

A Sussex parson who, In 1848, 
wrote a pamphlet against smuggle 
ing says: 

I was .once asked’ by an. in- 
habitant ofa village near the sea 
awhether I thought there wis any 
‘harm in smuggling. Upon my 
replving that I‘not onty. thought 
there was a great deal of harm, in 
“4t but a Rreat deal of sin, he exe 
‘claimed. “Then the Lord have | 

" mmerey-upon the county of Sussex, 
for Who js there that has not had a 
tuh [of brandy]?” ‘ 

So unpopular. was the const 
blockade that, when it Was 
. broken uo.."in  183f the newly 
formed Coastguardmen, “officers 
and meh alike found the greatest 
difficulty in obtaining Iddgings.””

.tions of’ the Coastguard were

Lord Athlone’is the brother of 
the Queen and of the’ Marquess of 
Cambridge, being the third son of 
Princess Mary Adelaide, Duchess | 
of Teck, sister of the, late Duke of 
Cambridge, who was for so long 
Commander-ineChief of the Army. 
‘He is thus the King’s brother-in- 
Jaw and also his second ‘cousin. 
Born at Kensington’ Palace. on 
April 14,°%874, he, was sent to Eton 
and passed thence into Sandhurst. 
Having been gazetted to the 7th 
Hussars, he joined his regiment in 
India in 1895, but it was soon’ 
transferred .to Natal and was 
employed in the Matabeleland 
onerations. On. one occasion the 
Prince rendered important service 
when Colonel Baden-Powell (as 
he then was) was attacking a strong 
position. In his" “ Matabele 
Campaign” Sir R. Baden-Powell 
wrote that “thé_Prince never 
spared himself where there: was 
work to be done.” Prince Alexan- 
der was among. the. first to go out 
to the South African War, serving 
with the Tnniskilling, Dragoons up 
to the surrender ‘of Bloemfontein: 

In the European war he served 
thronghout, being twice mientioned 
in dispatches and receiving, the 
C.M.G, He was at one time head 
of the British Mission with the 
Belgian.

' ,One morning recently a party 
of residents and -tourists eet out], 
in the little steamer “Motusa” to 
soo tke, Benga natives give an 
oenibition of fire walking. This 
peivilege is only ‘availible once 
evory three or four. years, and 
when the opportunity offers. is 
aagerly availed: of, ‘Hundreds of 
natives were found waiting to 
welcome the visitors, who’. were 
carried ashore, and on reaching 
terra firma found’ the rara. or 
village square surrounded by neat | 
stalls, quite like.a civilised bazaar. 
It then appeared that the natives 
were really holding 1a ‘bazaar to 
raise funds to build a school for 
their children. ‘After lunch the 
hcrowd started for the fire-walking 
site, which was found’ to be quite 
modern. Ina small amphitheatre 
there was a hole some 12 or 14 
feet in diameter filled with large 
stones. On top of the stones waa 
heaped a huge pile of kindling 
and firewood, which ,was set on 
fire and burned vigorously. The 
hot ashes were carefully raked off 
with long poles, until not one ash 
remained. The natives seemed: 
very particular about this part. 
When all was ready there was a 
-wild . shout, and from. some 
bushes, where they were hidden, 
dashed" some eight or nine 
natives, gay in their best gala or 
Lmeke dress... 

Amid great excitem they 
went to the hot oven, for.it could 
have cooked an ox, so hot 'were 
the stones. They gravely paced 
round the stones, and then. ran’ 
off, and, gathering armfuls of 
‘branches of green bushes, threw’ 
them on the stones, Immediately 
a dense smoke arose, and into this 
dashed the fire walkers." They 
.Squatted in the furnace, and sang 
songs, while their relations all 
around the-circle chanted weirdly 
to the beat-of -the-native- ‘drums 
lor Jalis. Then the “fire eatey 
again walked-all over the bushes, 
Even at this stage when a cloth 
was held over the: hot atones it 
crumpled .inta ashes in a flash, 
although held some Sft. above the 
stones.’ It was a most, impressive 
sight, and not one soon to be 
forgotten. - : ;
